For this rea­ 
son, he 
continued, 
many busi­ 
nesses which might come to Sikes- 
ton fail to locate here because of 
the lack of a suitable location, or 
if they do come in are forced to 
take a spot aw ay from the busi­ 
ness area. 
C. H. Denman asked what would 
happen to the school at the air­ 
port if the time ever came when 
the government might step in and j 
take over the property. 
H e said 
the city would be left without a 
school which is now vitally needed 
by the community. 
J. Ernest Harper, manager of the I 
M cKnight-Keaton Grocery Com- : 
pany, suggested that the city make ! 
a big effort to collect the delin- 1 
quent taxes which was revealed 
in the recent audit of the city’s 
books. 


Assessment System. 


He also called for a more effic- i 
ient assessment system. 
He point­ 
ed up this need by citing the ex­ 
ample of several people who were 
missed on the assessment and have ! 
not been paying the taxes they 
should.

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While residents of Ihe Sikeston area are siill fire safely conscious, this is a favorable lime 


fo advise every person who carries a fire insurance policy to give consideration to the fact 


that, while the cost of homes and home furnishings have gone up, the average home owners 


is not carrying enough fire insurance to keep pace with these increases. 


One prominent insurance official asserts that insurance on furnishings alone is so low 


that the typical householder stands fo collect only about 60 per cent of the value ot his prop­ 


erty in esse of iotel ioss. A person whose fire insurance policy is of long standing can easily 


forget that in the meantime he may have added a new electric refrigerator, a washing ma­ 


chine or a home freezer unit. 


Replacement prices on all pieces of home furnishings has climbed so rapidly that many 


families would be caught short in case of bad tire. And remember that the insurance dollar, 


like all other dollars has little more than a 50-cent purchasing power. 


Here's a few examples of how prices have soared in the past decade. A 9x12 rug that 


might have been bought for S115 in 1940, cost over $190 in 1950; furniture that cost around

ance is three years old, the new valuation should be 20 percent higher. 


Beyond that, if the original policy is of long standing and has never been increased, a 


recheck of your present home furnishings and personal property may convince you that an 


increase of as high as 50 percent may be advisable.

Year’s Day (and thereby breaking 
a precedent), the 81st Congress 
adjourned January 2, after com­ 
pleting action on a 20 billion dol­ 
lar emergency appropriations bill, 
agreeing to a conference report on 
the $3.3 billion excess profits bill, 
approving a $3.1 billion civil de­ 
fense program, giving the President 
authority to modify defense con­ 
tracts, and finishing off a few other 
less important bills. 
The new 82nd Congress conven­ 
ed at noon January 3, and on this 
opening 
day a 
record-breaking 
num ber (1024) bills were dumped j 
in the hopper of the House. A mere 
662 were introduced on the first , 
day of the 81st Congress. Many of 1 
these were, of course, bills which , 
failed of passage in the last session, | 
and included dozens of anti-Com- ' 
munist measures and bills to carry 
out most of the Administration’s j 
program, though there was none to 
carry out the controversal Bran- 
nan plan. 


Strength 
of the 
conservative 
element in the House was demon­ 
strated on the opening day when a 
Southern representative, Harrison 
of Virginia, was selected by the 
Democratic caucus for one of the 
three places on the powerful Ways 
and Means Committee, which also 
acts as a Committee on Committees 
House Administration leaders were 
supporting a slate which included 
one second-term er who was de­ 
feated by Harrison who is start­ 
ing his fourth term. Likewise it was 
this conservative element which 
was responsible for repealing the 
21-day rule, adopted at the begin­ 
ning of the 81st Congress two years 
ago. This restores to the Rules 
Committee 
more 
control 
over 
which bills will be acted upon by 
the House. It does not do away with 
the procedure whereby a majority 
of the House can always bring a bill 
to the floor by the use of the dis­ 
charge petition. 
There was no opposition to the 
re-election of Speaker Sam Ray­ 
burn, who within the next few 
weeks will have set a new all-time 
record for serving as Speaker of 
the House of Representatives. Also 
without opposition, John McCor­ 
mack was re-elected ma jority lead­ 
er, and Jere Cooper of Dyersburg, 
Tenn., was selected as chairman of 
the Democratic caucus. 


Work of the new Congress will 
actually get under way the week 
beginning 
January 
15. 
With

smaller Democratic majority in the 
House, (235-199) representation on 
some committees has been propor­ 
tionately reduced, and membership 
on the committees will be selected 
during the week of January 8.

The ship’s crew m ust put out the 
fires as they occur, but the captain 
must also seek their cause, and try 
to prevent them. 
Most of the strength of our N a­ 
tional 
Foundation for 
Infantile 
Paralysis must be used to save lives 
and mend t+ie damage caused by 
the fires of polio. In 1949, almost 
80 per cent of all March of Dimes 
funds were spent on patient care, 
the remainder allocated to research 
and to professional education. 
March of Dimes gifts are divided, 
50-50, between County Chapters 
and national 
headquarters. 
The 
funds remaining at home are all 


earm arked for patient care, and a 
very large portion of the other half 
goes into the National Epidemic 
Aid Fund. 
When polio strikes in your com­ 
munity, the local Chapter meets 
the bills for those needing help as 
long as it has funds 
When the 
money runs out—and it goes quick­ 
ly in an epidemic—the National 
Epidemic 
Aid 
Fund 
advances 
money to the local Chapter. 
Here is a statistical summing up 
i of individual human needs repre­ 
sented by this help. 
During 1951), local Chapters of 
the 
National 
Foundation 
aided 
< more than 54.000 patients. Of these, 
I 30,000 w ere stricken prior to 1950; 
17,000 of these were carried over 
from the 1949 epidemic alone. The 
remainder were 1950 cases. (Four 
out of every five polio patients re­ 
quire some financial help from the 
Foundation.) 
In round figures, the patient care 
bill for 1950 is $25,000,000. During 
the past three years, it has am ount­ 
ed to more than $58,000,000 — a 
sum more than half of the entire 


total of $102,000,000 spent on care 
of patients since the inception of 
the National Foundation in 1938. 
Missouri’s 
experience 
reflects 
the national reports. During ’48, 
’49, and ’50, March of Dimes gifts 
in this State totalled $2,042,000. 
Half of this, or $1.021,000 rem ain­

H eadquarters as Missouri’s share 
in the entire program. 
Fair enough — but look what has 
happened.

came back to Missouri in the form 
of advances to chapters from the 
Emergency Epidemic Aid Fund. In 
other words, for every $10 bill we 
in Missouri have sent to National, 
$7.00 has been returned to us to 
help care for Missourians stricken 
by infantile paralysis. 
Who are the people for 
whom 
this money has been spent? 
Just people. Polio does not re ­ 
spect age, wealth, position, race, 
color or creed. The largest num ber 
are children between five and nine 
years of age. 
Polio 
strikes 
adults too. 
One 
fourth of the polio cases today are 
over fifteen years old. More than 
that, adults represent half of the 
bulbar or respiratory type of polio, 
so these patients are frequently the 
seriously involved ones. 
Polio is increasing. So are its 
costs. But the cost is worth every 
cent it takes. Ask the father of a 
polio stricken child what it means 
to him to know that his baby will 
be taken care of this year, and, if 
necessary, next year even though 
the monthly hospital bills exceed 
his income. This man, and thou­ 
sands like him, will never cease to 
be grateful to the millions of peo­ 
ple who give to

The Missouri State Library an­ 
nounced today that there are now 
over 50 bookmobiles, the largest 
num ber in any 
state, 
providing 
regular bookmobile service to some 
2,000,000 of Missouri’s residents. 
Although mobile units are used by 
both Kansas City and St. Louis, 
most 
of 
the 
bookmobiles 
are 
operated by the thirty-eight county 
libraries in the state, 
twelve of 
which are grouped into four large 
regional units. These county and 
regional libraries make for better 
service because of the greater pop­ 
ulation served and increased li­ 
brary income. 
In addition, the Missouri State 
L ibrary provides both bookmobile 
and service by mail to the thirty- 
two per cent of Missouri’s popula­ 
tion still without public libraries. 
Since 1947 thirty-tw o counties have 
had a one-year demonstration by 
the state bookmobile service, and 
many have since established their 
own facilities. 
Like the postman, operating in 
all kind of weather, the book­ 
mobiles m ake reguler stops in the 
cities, towns, and

meeting places in the area served. 
Most of the traveling libraries of­ 
fer the full facilities of a regular 
library, including books, pam ph­ 
lets, magazines, phonograph rec­ 
ords, films, and a picture collection.

T here are ad van tages in b eing a 
six-acre corn farm er. First, there 
is no difficulty in raising a corn 
crop of this size w ith little drain 
on the land, since no field need b e 
planted to it m ore than once in a 
dozen y ears or even longer.

their mills, they m ust prove that

was in terpreted as survival of the 
strong; an d they w ere the strong,

(This is the second of a series of 
brief articles about Polio and the 
March of Dimes which finances 
the fight against this disease.) 


The fight against polio can be 
compared to a ship at sea which is 
beset by frequent, mysterious fires. 
The ship’s crew must put out the 
fires as they occur, but the captain 
must also seek their cause, and try 
to prevent them. 
Most of the strength of our Na­ 
tional 
Foundation for 
Infantile 
Paralysis must be used to save lives 
and mend t+ic damage caused by 
the fires of polio. In 1949, almost 
80 per cent of all March of Dimes 
funds were spent on patient care, 
the remainder allocated to research 
and to professional education. 
March of Dimes gifts are divided, 
50-50, between County Chapters 
and national 
headquarters. 
The 
funds remaining at home are all 


earm arked for patient care, and a 
very large portion of the other half 
goes into the National Epidemic 
Aid Fund. 
When polio strikes in your com­ 
munity, the local Chapter meets 
the bills for those needing help as 
long as it has funds 
When the 


i money runs out—and it goes quick­ 
ly in an epidemic—the National 
Epidemic 
Aid 
Fund 
advances 
money to the local Chapter. 
Here is a statistical summing up 
of individual human needs repre­ 
sen te'd by this help. 
During 1950, local Chapters of 
the 
National 
Foundation 
aided 
more than 54,000 patients. Of these, 
30.000 were stricken prior to 1950; 
17.000 of these were carried over 
from the 1949 epidemic alone. The 
remainder were 1950 cases. (Four 
out of every five polio patients re­ 
quire some financial help from the 
Foundation.) 
In round figures, the patient care 
bill for 1950 is $25,000,000. During 
the past three years, it has am ount­ 
ed to more than $58,000,000 — a 
sum more than half of the entire 


total of $102,000,000 spent on care 
of patients since the inception of 
the National Foundation in 1938. 
Missouri’s 
experience 
reflects 
the national reports. During ’48, 
’49, and ’50, March of Dimes gifts 
in this State totalled $2,042,000. 
Half of this, or $1,021,000 rem ain­ 
ed in County Chapter treasuries to 
care for patients within the County, 
the other half was sent to National 
Headquarters as Missouri’s share 
in the entire program. 
Fair enough — but look what has 
happened. 
Du ing these same three years, a 
total of $731,600 of this 
money 
came back to Missouri in the form 
of advances to chapters from the 
Emergency Epidemic Aid Fund. In 
other words, for every $10 bill we 
in Missouri have sent to National, 
$7.00 has been returned to us to 
help care for Missourians stricken 
by infantile paralysis. 
Who are the people for 
whom 
this money has been spent? 
Just people. Polio does not re­ 
spect age, wealth, position, race, 
color or creed. The largest number 
are children between five and nine 
years of age. 
Polio 
strikes 
adults too. 
One 
fourth of the polio cases today are 
over fifteen years old. More than 
that, adults represent half of the 
bulbar or respiratory type of polio, 
so these patients are frequently the 
seriously involved ones. 
Polio is increasing. So are its 
costs. But the cost is worth every 
cent it takes.

of 
the 
bookmobiles 
are 
operated by the thirty-eight county 
libraries in the state, 
twelve of 
which are grouped into four large 
regional units. These county and 
regional libraries m ake for better 
service because of the greater pop­ 
ulation served and increased li­ 
brary income. 
In addition, the Missouri State 
Library provides both bookmobile 
and service by mail to the thirty- 
two per cent of Missouri’s popula­ 
tion still without public libraries.

Birds Display Variety and Independence 
In Placing and Building Their Nests 


Robins Are Noted for Poor Judgment in Choosing a Site, W h ile the Oriole 
Outshines M a n as a Home Builder— 
Back Yard Survey M a y Reveal Several 
Species of Feathered Neighbors Ready for a House W o rm in g

would lose much of their interest ol 
we could not occasionally lean on | much 
a spade or lawn-mower handle and 
watch a robin grab a worm at our 
feet, or see a tiny wren struggle to

when birds’are more interesting to 
watch than at the nesting sea. on. 
Among those likely to build horn ’s 
in our back yards and gardens heie 
in Missouri are the robin, catbird, 
orown thrasher, chipping sparrow, 
iove, cardinal, oriole—both orch­ 
ard and Baltimore—wren, bluebird, 
and purple martin. There are oth­ 
ers but these are among the more 
common ones. 
It would be pleasant to think 
that the pair of brown thrashers 
nesting in the coral honeysuckle 
vine in our back yard chose that 
site with an eye for its esthetic 
value. I am afraid, though, that an 
ornithologist 
would tell us 
the 
protection afforded by the tangle 
of vine was the deciding factor.

Since it was less than six feet 
high, we planned a season of di - 
erectly prying into the private lives 
of a family of robins. But l^t some 
reason beyond our ken they a- 
bruptly deserted tlie place just as

Immediately they spent 
hours

trying to lay a foundation on three 
electric wires at the point where 
they entered our neighbor’s gar age 
and only a few feet from a perfect­ 
ly good robin shelter. We presum ­ 
ed it was the same couple, though 
it must be admitted the diffi r< ice 
in the countenance, dress or stature 
of any two robins is not easily 
discerned. Admitting defeat then 
they finally completed a nest on the 
top of the pillar supporting our 
neighbor’s carriage porch. A day 
or so later there was a broken egg j 
on the concrete driveway below the 
nest. Then sparrows took over the I 
nest. The robins moved around to 
a front porch pillar. 
The only time a robin ever built 
in our robin shelters, the nest was 
robbed by a red squirn 1. I saw it in 
the act. Perhaps it n 


spring merely lost some tim e— not 
too precious to a robin—which was 
later m ade up with one or possibly j 
two broods of robins. 
Though one or more pairs of 
cardinals stay with us the year 
round we seldom see a nest. Tire 
pair that is accustomed to dining 
regularly all winter at our window 
ledge obviously nests some place 
not far away. I suspect a tangle 
growing over a high fence just back 
of our yard. What better place? 
It looks to be what a 
cardinal 
would order, and it belongs to an 
ornithologist. We are told that the 
cardinal is likely to build its nest 
in a bush or tagle three to twelve 
feet above the ground. 
In another neighborhood where 
we lived a few years ago we could 
always count on at least one chip­ 
ping sparrow nest each season; 
I usually located in a barberry brash 
! by our front walk and only a few 
feet from the front door 
Though 
we have perfectly good barberry 
! bushes where we now live—I can 
vouch for the fact that they .ire 
j as thorny as any—the chippy per ­ 
sists in looking elswhere for a 
(place to build. They ordinarily 
.build in bushes or trees up to a 
! height of twenty-five feet. 
The

neatly built, with a lining of hair. 
There was a cow next door. 
When one day 1 found a cow- 
I bird’s brown spotted, dull white 
(eggs in tlu' nest with the chipping 
sparrow ’s finely speckled light blue 
ones I objected to such skulduggery 
and removed the cowbird eggs. The

T here are advantages in being a 
six-acre corn farm er. F irst, there 
is no difficulty in raising a corn 
crop of this size with little drain 
on the land, since no field need be 
planted to it m ore than once in a 
dozen years or even longer. Nor 
does this one sm all field justify a 
lot of highly m echanized eq u ip ­ 
ment, but lends itself to a kind of 
hand labor that is pleasant provid­ 
ed there isn’t too much of it. T hus 
P e rry and I g ather our corn by 
hand and enjoy doing it. If the 
w eath er is cold and the ground 
frozen, we snap off the ea rs from 
the stalk and toss them directly into 
the wagon, w h ere they m ake a 
m erry music as they bang against 
the bum p board. W hen it thaw s 
during the day w e try to shuck out 
a load in the afternoon, piling the 
golden ears on the ground betw een 
the rows. Then while the ground is 
frozen next m orning, we go down 
into the bottom field w ith wagon 
anti tractor, load the co m aboard 
and haul it to the crib. 
Often if one of us is busy at any 
of the tasks which keep a farm er 
w orking even in w intertim e, the 
other takes his tu rn in the field a- 
lone. And if it sounds as though 
we are taking a long tim e to h a r­ 
vest such a sm all field, it produced 
not far below 100 bushels to the 
acre, W hich m akes a sizable spare- 
tim e job. Moreover, and I expect 
this is a com plaint seldom heard 
from the Ozurks, w e often have 
to reach head -h ig h on the stalks for 
the bigs ears, since some of our i berries 
corn stood a full dozen feet tall. 
It is 
Nevertheless, it is a pleasant job, 
late on a clear D ecem ber afternoon. 
By 4 o’clock the sun has d isap p ear­ 
ed behind the bluff and a thin 
moon, the color of a w hite cloud, is 
sailing high in the sky. T here is 
still snow on th e ground and each 
day shows the record of m any wild 
creatures w hich come te feed on 
the corn or to hunt. 
Near the 
field’s edge u n d er the 
bluff are tracks w here the squir- 


I rels have v e n tu re d from the safety 
| of the woods. F o o tprints of raccoon 
! and opossum go up and dow n the 
rows. Q uail track s are everyw here, 
m oving in and out and pausing 
w here a broken e a r of corn on the 
ground furnishes a d ay ’s supply of 
food in no m ore than a m om ent or 
two. 
Ju st this afternoon I w itnessed 
one of those sm all d ram a s of the 
outdoors w hich 
rem ain 
sharply 
etched in m em ory. C hipper and 
Mike w ere at the far end of the 
field, w hence they had chased an 
u n w ary rab b it back to safety in the 
crevices beneath the bluff. At my 
end, I looked up to see a covey of 
quail com ing single-file across the 
country road to w ard the cornfield, 
stood stock still to w atch them . 
W hen they reached the u n d e r­ 
grow th along the fence, they p a u s­ 
ed for a m om ent, then suddenly 
hurtled into flight. Looking to see 
w hat had flushed them , I glim psed 
a red fox sta nding in the snow at 
the edge of the field. Nose up, ears 
alert, one foot raised like a bird 
dog, he w as w atching in the d i­ 
rection the quail had taken. It was 
evident that som e m ovem ent of his 
had startled the quail before he 
winded them and now, as though 
he realized th ere was no use trying 
to follow, he jjut his muzzle to the 
ground and w ent his way. O nce he 
paused to listen to C h ip p er’s b a rk ­ 
ing, then cam e to mv track s in the 
snow and broke into a easy lope, 
heading up 
through th e 
u n d e r­ 
grow th into a thicket of black- 
and thorn. 
plain from this daily ob- 
servation of the birds and wild 
anim als that their basic concerns 
are m uch the sam e as our 
own. 
Food they m ust have, even at risk 
of their lives. And the risk for 
m a n y of them is constant and great. 
Cover or shelter is the next es­ 
sential, 
just 
as 
w ith 
us. 
M any 
species serve as food for the others. 
Yet it is obvious that N atu re orders 
these things better than w’e think, 
for it is not necessarily the strong 


that survive, and it is equally ob­ 
vious that the w eak m anage to hold 
their own. The factor governing 
this m ore th an any other is the 
ability of each species to adapt it­ 
self to an environm ent which is 
constantly, if slowly, changing. It 
is only w h ere m an is absent from 
the landscape or present in his 
most prim itive state that N ature 
can m aintain itself in equilibrium . 
This is w h at we m ean w hen we 
speak of "the balance of N atu re” 
and it is som ething never again 
achieved, once m an has begun to 
dom inate the landscape.

philosophy w hich

recent 
generations has had such a dis­ 
astrous effect on our dealings with 
N atu re and w ith our fellow -m en 
It cam e into being, 1 am convinced, 
because the beginning of our age

! cide w ith the new theories of life 
; conceived by C harles D arw in. This 
I naturalist pictured the struggle for 
survival; a struggle which all liv- 
; ing things carry on w ithin their 
i nvironm ent. But success in this 
struggle does not at all depend 
| upon strength, as w itness the e x ­ 
tinction of the m astodon and the 
survival of the hum ble opossum. 
To the e n tre p re n eu rs of the early 
m achine age, how ever, here w as 
justification. 
H aving 
found 
th at 
I w’ealth could be am assed through 
} exploitation of the weak, as by 
j w orking 10-year-old children for 
I 16 hours a day at the looms in 
their mills, they m ust prove th at 
j this 
was in 
accordance 
w ith 
, “n atu ral law .” S u rv iv al of the fit 
[ was interpreted as survival of the 
strong; and they w ere the strong, 
endow ed by the C reator with the 
right to exploit the weak. The 
doctrine w ent into the schoolbooks 
and w as preached from the pulpit 
and has poisoned our thinking a l­ 
most until today. But we would be 
wise to b rush the last cobwebs of 
this m usty philosophy from our 
m inds; for N atu re is neutral and 
our struggle is to survive in an 
environm ent w hich w e have o u r­ 
selves created.
